A  Mountain  Studio. 

Afr.  Editor. 
Thinking  that  possibly  an  account 
a  flying  trip  to  the  mountains  might 
prove  interesting  to  the  readers  of  the 
Cottager,  I  send  you  this  letter,  hop- 
ing that  as  it  is  my  first  trip,  it  will 
not  be  subjected  to  any  but  kindly 
criticism.  So  much  has  been  written 
of  the  White  Mountains,  that  I  feel 

e  in  giving  you  my  first 
impressions  of  them.  Living  as  I 
have  so  many  years  by  the  seashore  I 
had  supposed  that  nothing  could  equal 
the  many  changing  beauties  of  the 
ocean.  I  did  not  know  nor  could  I 
imagine  that  among  the 
every  hour  made  some  change, 
the  sun  rising  and  setting,  made  the 
shadows  on  the  mountains  shorten 
lengthen,  changing  the  foliage  and

darkest  green,  and  ever  changing 
the  day  passes. 

Leaving  the  cities  6f  Massachusetts 
and  New  Hampshire  far  behind  us, 
we  begin  when  nearing  North  Con- 
way to  see  the  fine  sights  of  the  moun- 
tain regions.  At  North  Conway  the 
Kearsarge  towers  far  above  us  and  the 
ride  inward  is  one  of  constantly 
creasing  interest.  Soon  commences 
the  upward  grade  of  the  'railroad, 
many  feet  to  the  mile,  I  forget  just 
how  many,  but  the  puffing  of  the  en- 
gine as  it  tugs  at  the  train,  constantly 
reminds  us  that  we  are  gradually 
ing  up.  Enteringthe  Crawford 
through  which  the  Saco  river  runs  on 
its  way  to  the  sea,  we  strike  the  side 
of  the  mountains  and  from  the  obser- 
vation car  have  an  uninterrupted  view 
of  the  entire  valley. 

Among  the  many  objects  of  interest 
is  the  Willey  House,  far  below  as  in 
the  valley,  where  the  landslide  oc- 
curred with  such  fearful  disaster  many 
years  ago,  so  well  known  to  your 
readers  that  I  will  not  repeat  the  sto- 
ry. Looking  ahead  of  the  train  as  it 
curves  its  serpentine  course  round 
the  side  of  the  mountains  enabling  our 
party  in  the  car  to  see  the  head  of 
the  valley,  we  see  for  a  moment  the 
summit  of  Mount  Washington  as  the 
clouds  are  blown  away  by  the  wind. 
The  Tiptop  House  is  just  visible,  a 
white  spot  upon  the  summit.  The 
cascades  falling  down  the  sides  of  the 
mountains  on  the  other  side  of  the 
valley,  the  giant  steps,  the  Franken- 
ein  and  Willey  Brook  Trestles  over 
hich  the  train  goes  slowly  and  care- 
fully are  called  to  our  attention  by  the 
conductor  who  of  course  has  the 
whole  thing  by  heart. 

Now  the  train  makes  a  sharp  curve 
bringing  us  at  the  fort  of  Mount 
Willard,  and  facing  the  entire  valley. 
Certainly  the  most  wonderful  and 
pleasing  view,  that  I  ever  beheld,  and 
one  which  from  the  summit  of  Mount 
Willard,  we  saw  later,  and  which  we 
would  like  to  see  many  timei  again. 
The  entire  valley  lies  before  us,  the 
iters  of  the  Saco,  but  a  small 
stream  as  yet  flowing  on.  Beside  the 
roadway,  not  many  years  ago  the  only 
means  of  getting  to  these  regions, 
we  see  the  thread-like  line  of  railway 
running  along  the  side  of  the  moun- 
tains. The  Milley  House,  a  speck  in 
the  valley,  and  everywhere  a  mass  of 
foliage  and  verdure,  dark  here  and 
there,  when  an  occasional  cloud 
hovers  near  it,  and  smiling 
brighter  sunlight  far  beyond. 

We  now  turn  a  corner  of  the  moun- 
tain, pass  under  a  sort  of  tunnel,  built 
to  protect  the  railroad  at  this  point 
from  the  snow  slides  of  winter,  and 
come  fuither  into  an  open  platcai 
above  the  level  of  the  sea. 

The  gateway  or  Crawford  Notch,  so 
called,  through  which  we  have  just 
passed  Is  very  narrow,  the  roadway 
nnd  railroad  have  but  just  room 
enough  to  enter  the  gateway  of  the 
valley.  On  this  plateau  is  situated  the 
Crawford  House,  facing  the  Notch 
and  mountains  forming  the  entrance 
and  surrounded  by  mountains  on  el 
Iher  side.  At  the  station  we  alight, 
nnd  the  train  with  a  shrill  whistle,  dis- 
appears In  a  deep  cut  just  beyond 
nnd  goes  on  to  Fabyans. 

One  object  we  had  In  view,  In  stop- 
ping at  the  Crawford.was  to  call  on  Mr. 
Shaplelgh,  the  nrtist,  who  has  a  studio 
there.  Having  as  a  pupil  of  Mr. 
Shapleigh'*  enjoyed  many  pleasant 
hours  at  his  studio  In  Boston,  I  felt 
very  desirous  of  seeing  him  In  his 
mountain  haunts,  and  was  pleased 
indeed  to  see  him  on  the  platform. 

After  having  brushed  off  the  dust 
of  travel  and  refreshed  oirsclves  with 
somewhat —  We  made  a  visit  to  Mr. 
Shiplelgh's  studio.  Built  expressly 
for  film  near  the  Crawford  House, 
most  admirable  location,  we  found 


Shaplelgh,  old  fashioned  chairs  of 
quaint  style,  look  comfortable  indeed 
and  we  need  no  second  bidding  to 
make  ourselves  comfortable. 

A  fire  is  blazing  on  the  hcarih,  for 
although  ii  is  summer,  the  air  up  here 

quite  cool. 

Many  paintings  from  Mr.  Shap- 
leigh's brush  hanir  on  the  wall.  A 
view  of  ihe  Crawford  valley  wc  recog- 
nize at  once ;  pretty  views  from  old 
barn  floors  through  the  open  doors 
showing  mountains  in  the  distance, 
and  fowls  in  the  foreground  ;  the  old 
man  of  the  mountains;  the  cascades 
and  falls  near  us,  and  many  others 
Mr.  Shapleigh  tells  us  that  for  four- 
en  years  he  has  spent  his  Summers 
at  the  mountains.  Earlier  and  later 
the  season  he  and  Mrs.  Shapleigh 
s  at  Jackson,  N*  H.,  but  at  this  time 
come  to  the  Crawford  for  the  season 
which  is  about  opening.  The  Old 
Crawford  House,  of  which  now  no 
vestnge  remains,  was  situated  nearer 
the  notch  than  the  present  House, 
and  here  many  years  ago  came  Mr. 
Shapleigh's  mother  and  f.nher  on  their 
wedding  journey.  Little  thought 
they  that  years  from  that  time  the  of ' 
est  son  would  pass  many  summers 
near  that  very  spot. 

Among  the  many  little  articles  of 
Brie  a-Brac  in  Mr.  Shapleigh's  studio, 
are  things  that  only  artists  ever  find, 
where  and  how  no  one  can  ever  find 
out.  Surrounded  with  all  ihe 
tions  of  the  mountains,  Mr.  Shapleigh 
does  not  forget  to  place  two  or  three 
Cohasset  views,  where  they  can  be 
plainly  seen,  for  he  as  well  as  all  of 
us,  is  an  admirer  of  Cohasset. 

I  have  always  had  the  impression 
before  I  attempted  to  become  an  ar- 
tist (?),  that  it  was  a  yery  simple  thing 
to  put  upon  canvas,  anything  that 
pleased  the  eye.  My  experience 
though  limited  to  be  sure,  proves  *" 
me  that  much  time  is  required  on  a 
good  picture  and  was  not  surprised 
when  Mr.  Shapleigh  told  us  the  length 
of  time  he  had  been  at  work  upon  the 
picture  he  had  upon  his  easel,  work- 
ing up  the  details  and  putting  on  the 
finishing  touches. 

The  next  day  beinsc  Sunday  we  had 
many  pleasant  walks  about  the  Craw- 
ford valley  and  up  the  mountain 
paths.  No  wonder  that  S'arr  King, 
Drake  Whittier  and  others  have  writ- 
ten so  much  in  praise  of  the  wonderful 
works  of  nature.
